the Company in the order named. Officers of 
any division unable to fill vacancies from within 
the ranks of that division will call on the other 
divisions or departments of the Company.

best commereial photographic studios. 

The main laboratory occupies an 
entire floor of the general office annex 
in San Francisco, where the duplicat- 
ing bureau is located. This bureau is 
under the management of E. |W. 
Trwin, who also has supervision of 
the photographie work. There. are 
two commodious and well arranged 
dark rooms, a room for printing and 
another for the making of enlarge- 
ments, as well as a large room in 
which are located the photostat ma- 
chines, of which there are three, 
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copying cameras and 
other equipment used 
in finishing. There is, 
in addition, a complete 
motion picture labor- 
atory, operated by 
Loyal Himes, head pho- 
tographer. There is a 
dark room, a drying 
and assembling, or cut- 
ting room, and a small 
auditorium, seating 
about a hundred people, 
for the projection of 
the finished pictures. 
This room is also util- 
ized as a studio for the 
taking of portraits. 

A branch of the du- 
plicating bureau is 
maintained in Los An- 
geles, under the di- 
rection of George 
Brown, in which a 
smaller but complete 
photographic plant is 
operated. There are 10 
employes in the San 
Francisco photographic department, 
five photographers and five photostat 
operators. The Los Angeles laboratory 
is manned by one photographer and 
one photostat operator. In addition to 
this, at headquarters of each one of 
the Company’s twelve divisions, a 
large camera is kept on hand for use 
in emergencies where it is not possi- 
ble to send a photographer from head- 
quarters in time, or where the work 
is of such a character it can be han- 
dled by a member of the local office. 

News Cameramen 


The bureau of news, which has 
offices at San Franciseo and Los 
Angeles, and which is independent of 
the duplicating bureau, also has 
photographers at both points, who 
make pictures of news events in rail- 
road circles and general publicity 
pictures, : 

From the above, it will be seen that 
photography occupies a prominent 
place in the modern railroad. 

The motion picture cameras, of 
which the Company has two, are used 
to make records of important events 
in the railroad’s history, such as the 
completion of a new: line, etc. 
Travelogue films are also made of 
scenes of interest along. the Com- 
pany’s lines, and these are loaned, 
rent free, to various societies, clubs, 
ete., for exhibition, furnishing at one 
and the same time entertainment for 
the audience and advertising publicity 
for the Company. 

The enlarged pictures seen on the 
walls and displayed in the windows of 
city ‘ticket offices and off-line agéen- 
cies are ‘all ‘made by the Company’s 
photographers, “The largest’ enlarge-

There “is ‘no “branch - of :the -phato-~ 
graphic art that the photographers are 
not-called upon to do from ‘time to tim 
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The photostat machines are important items of equipment in the photograph department. They 
are_used for copying documents, maps, drawings and similar items, and are in almost constant use 
every day. Jessie Kurtz and Leo Poyry are two operators in the San Francisco bureau. 


Landscapes, portraits, groups, copies 
of pictures, old and new, enlarge- 
ments, lantern slides, motion pictures 
and speed photography, all come 
within the scope of the department’s 
activities. 

The photostat machines are large 
cameras equipped with prisms, which 
are used for making copies of all 
kinds of documents. Should there be 
question as to payment of a bill, a 
photostat copy of the cancelled check 
is made as evidence. Sometimes rare 
old books which cannot be purchased 
are borrowed and copied in their 
entirety. The principal difference 
between a photostat machine and a 
regular camera is that, instead of 
film or glass plates, sensitized paper 
is used in the photostat. 

Most of us amateur photegraphers 
are more or less uncertain of the out- 
come after we have pressed the but- 
ton. We take our films to the finisher 
and, when the prints are delivered to 
us, look them over dubiously and 
make some sage remark about having 
to get a “stronger lens.” Of course, 
there is no such thing as a “weak” 
lens or a “strong” lens, but the ama- 
teur apparently thinks there is, and 
upon the faults of his equipment he 
is prone to lay the blame for blank 
films, double exposures, pictures out 
of. focus and negatives badly under- 
exposed, ° 
Sure Shots 

We have a feeling, bordering .on 
reverence, for the professional ‘photog- 
rapher who gets ‘the “picture every 
time.

There‘are 
many events which 
must be- photographed 
when they occur, or not 
at all,-and the condi- 
tions under which they 
are made are of secon- 
dary consideration. 
Rain, snow, darkness, 
wind, dust; all must be 
overcome when the 
order goes out to “get 
the picture.” 

So, in the duplicating 
bureau, the words “Get 
the picture” have come 
to be a slogan. It is much easier to be 
able to show a picture than to think 
up excuses for failure to get it, and, 
as a great deal of their work is done 
under most adverse conditions, and at 
times hundreds of miles from home, 
the determination to get a good pic- 
ture at any cost is so grimly imbedded 
in each man’s mind that, at times, the 
endeavor to “deliver the goods” has 
brought about some unusual experi- 
ences, 


Overcome Obstacles 


Recently, one of the photographers 
was making pictures of ski jumpers 
in the Sierra Nevadas. There was 
about four feet.of light snow -on ‘the 
ground, and, as he walked, he sank 
into the snow up to his waist. “Heavy 
clouds covered the sky, and, to make 
matters worse, about the time the 
program: began it ‘began to snow 
again. But he had made an all-night 
trip just for those pictures and was 
not to. ‘be daunted, so, . struggling 
through snow to his hips, he .got ‘to 
the scene, fought the .adverse light 
conditions, and “got the picture.”

The only harm the rider suffered was 
to-his dignity, but the ground glass 
in his camera was hopelessly shat- 
tered. -Remounting his horse and 
starting on, his great worry was how 
he could “possibly get any pictures 
without a glass to focus on, The trip 
was made at considerable expense, 
horses and models had been hired, 
and to return empty-handed was un- 
thinkable. He was about to give up 
in despair when a halt was called for 
lunch, As he ate his lunch, his mind 
still on his problem, he observed that 
the sandwiches were wrapped in ofled 
paper, which gave him an inspiration, 
He smoothed out one of the papers, 
pinned it into the ground glass frame, 
and a trial showed him that he could 
see a faint image on it. For the rest 
of the day he worked with this im- 
provised ‘screen, and, when the pic- 
tures were developed a thousand 
miles from where they were taken, 
they showed that apparent disaster 
had been turned into success and that 
again he had “got the picture.” 
When President-elect Hoover was 
en route to Palo Alto for the notifica- 
tion ceremony, he was guarded on all 
sides by secret service operatives.

And while the world in 
general has not yet called on him, he 
has acquired a reputation as one of 
the best steel cable splicers on the 
system. To make a good steel cable 
splice is a difficult job, but so well 
does Willie do this work, that in the 
twelve years he has been with the 
Company, no cable spliced by him has 
ever pulled apart at the splice.

Unique Feat Performed in Bridge Building 


Tide Furnishes Power to Float Into Position 1800 Ton Steel 
Span Used as Falsework in Construction of Suisun Bay Bridge 


edent in American bridge con- 

struetion was successfully 
accomplished on February 28 when 
engineers erecting Southern Pacifie’s 
two-track bridge used the tide power 
of Suisun Bay waters to float into 
position an 1800-ton steel span. 

To avoid the costly driving of 
thousands of wood piles used only 
temporarily, railroad engineers under 
the direction of C. R. Harding, assis- 
tant to the president of the Company, 
devised an erection program which 
required the floating of a 504-foot 
span on two steel barges. This span, 
to be used as falsework in the con- 
struction of eight permanent through 
truss spans, was constructed on wood 
piling and will ultimately be placed in 
permanent position in the bridge. 

That the novel erection program is 
practical was proved when the span 
was moved by the power of the tide 
from its original position on the wood 
piling to two piers where the first 
permanent truss span will be erected. 
The job was done between 7 a, m. and 
4:30 p.m. With the completion of 
this truss span, the falsework span 
will be moved to the succeeding piers 
until ali eight spans are erected. It 
will then be placed in its permanent 
position at the north end of the 
structure, 

The span was floated to its first 


A N engineering feat without prec- 
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position under the supervision of G. 
Ww. Rear and H. L Benjamin, bridge 
engineers. 

Aviators flying over the waters of 
Suisun Bay will be amply protected 
against the bridge, the towers of which 
have an elevation of 224 feet above 
mean low water. The railroad is se- 
curing approval from the aviation 
section of the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce for a complete 
lighting system which will be in- 
stalled te warn and guide aviators. 
The system includes a 24-inch 2,000,- 
000 candle power red light whieh will 
flash every 30 seconds, 

Progress on the construction of the 
$12,000,000 bridge, which will be 5603 
feet long, is ahead of schedule; 627 
feet of steel has been erected from 
the south end and crews are now at 
work on all deep water piers.

Timekeeper-Pigeon Fancier 


BOUT six years ago, Jack Foley, 
timekeeper in the superinten- 
dent’s office at Stockton, got the 
notion that he would like to have a 
pigeon or two about the place; a lot 
of the boys he knew were raising 
them, and he thought he would like to 
try it, too. So he bought a pair, and, 
from that unpretentious beginning, 
his aviary has grown ,until today it 
houses over four hundred birds. What 
was at first a mild interest on his 
part has developed into a keen hobby. 
The pigeons raised by Foley are 
not the ordinary kind, whose squabs 
are regarded as a delicacy to grace 
the tables of epicures. On the other 
hand, not one of the birds raised by 
him has ever been killed for con- 
sumption, for each bird is of blooded 
stock and has its pedigree. These are 
show birds and far too valuable to 
sérve as food. 

Foley has exhibited his pigeons at 
every -show in California where birds 
are shown. They have been displayed 
at the southern Utah state fair, in 
Illinois and twice at shows in New 
York City, as well as at many other 
points. During the years he has heen 
entering them at shows he has never 
come home without a prize; in the 
large majority of cases taking first 
money. It is no exaggeration te say 
that.Foley has no idea how many -rib- 
bons his birds have taken. ‘The walls 
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of his room at home are bordered 
with ribbons and he has drawers 
filled with them. They number into 
the hundreds, 

Many varieties of show pigeons are 
raised by Foley, among the most in- 
teresting of which are self tumblers, 
muff tumblers, saddle muff tumblers, 
bald headed tumblers, Moorhead 
tumblers, racing homers and pygmy 
pouters, To the person who has never 
seen anything but the ordinary 
pigeon, a sight of Foley’s birds is a 
revelation, Every one of them is a 
beauty. All of them have the most 
exquisite coloring, and many of them 
have feathers so beautifully curled by 
nature it is difficult to believe that the 
curling was not done by artificial 
means. 

Foley has gone deep into the sub- 
ject of pigeon breeding and is an in- 
terested and active member of the 
Stockton Pigeon Club, the National 
Pigeon Association, the American 
Tumblers Club and the International 
Show Tumblers and Breeders Asso- 
ciation. He subscribes to and reads 
studiously all of the publications de- 
voted to pigeon breeding, of which 
there are many.

The professional ski 
jumper likes ‘to. have 
the stage properly set 
for him when.:he -per-- 
forms, with a suitable 
‘trajectory and a.proper 
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landing field, and even under the 
most favorable conditions it requires 
no little nerve to project one’s self 
through space at considerable altitude 
and a speed averaging in the neigh- 
borhood of a hundred miles an hour. 
But Rablin is hampered by no such 
limitations and will hurl himself over 
a cliff into the soft snow below with 
the same assurance and fearlessness 
as he would make a jump under the 
most ideal conditions. 

He has the reputation of being one 
of the most daring jumpers in the 
West and his services have been much 
in demand by the movie people when 
making pictures of the far North, 
where jumps of unusual skill and 
daring are demanded. His record 
jump of 182 feet on a hill unpre- 
pared for the stunt still stands today 
as one of the greatest feats in west- 
ern snow sports. This jump was made 
four years ago when he doubled for 
the leading man in the making of a 
picture by the Fox Film Company. 
On this occasion Rablin jumped off a 
slanting cliff, caught the “heroine” in 
mid-air, and alighted 182 feet below, 
without injury to himself, the 
“heroine,” or to the crowd watching 
the stunt. Four cameras, located at 
different points, recorded the exploit. 
The “heroine” in the jump was a

for daring and skill, will give them 
something to gasp over at the time 
and to talk about for days afterward. 


Who Got The Cow? 


A new version of The Lady or The

belonging to a rancher was struck by 
a train and seriously injured. The 
section foreman notified the owner, 
who placed the animal in his barn 
and kept her there for several days.

Two 
months later, not having seen the 
cow, he made a claim for the value 
of the animal, which, after due in- 
vestigation, was paid. ‘Two years 
later the claim agent received a let- 
ter from the rancher advising that 
the cow had shown up on the range 
and concluded his letter by saying: 
“I am willing to refund the money 
and keep the cow—or your Company 
keep the cow in Heu of the money.” 

Here the story ends. The Bulletin 
has no advice as to how the offer was 
received, and it is assumed that the 
claim agent is still trying to make up 
his mind whether to accept return of 
the claim money or to take over the 
cow and start the Company in the 
livestock business. 


Seven Millions Being Spent for

Narrow Gauge Railroads and Other 
Oregon Lines Purchased or Built 
by Southern Pacific 


F the 1391 mites of railroad in 
O Oregon owned by Southern 

Pacific at the beginning of 
1930, only about 450 miles were in- 
cluded in the properties acquired from 
the Oregon & California company in 
1887. The remaining mileage, not 
ineluding that abandoned in past 
years, was added through construe- 
tion by Southern Pacifie or through 
aequisition of lines built by other 
companies. Most of this latter mile- 
age has been used as branch lines; 
some of it was converted into electric 
service years ago; and more recently 
portions of it have been supplanted 
in passenger service by the Company’s 
motor coaches. 

While most of these orginally in- 
dependent lines were short and were 
promoted to serve particular sections, 
there is much interesting history con- 
nected with their early operations. 
Two of the companies ambitiously 
sought to become western links in 
transcontinental railroad systems. One 
of these was the Willamette Valley & 
Coast Railroad Company, incorporated 
in 3874 and later known as the :Cor- 
vallis & Eastern, with a line from 
Yaquina Bay. eastward across the 
state to a terminus at the foot of the 
Cascade mountains. 

The project had its origin in the 
desire. of farmers in the middle sec- 
tion of the Willamette Valley for a 
short outlet to the coast. This plan 
was expanded under the direction of 
Col. T. Egenton Hogg, who proposed 
to make Yaquina Bay the greatest 
seaport of the Pacific Northwest and 
the terminus of a railroad connecting 
with some one of the western trans- 
continental lines. During the :years 
1878-89 he built 141 miles of railroad 
from Yaquina across the valley by 
way of ‘Corvallis and Albany to 
Idanha. Also he operated steamships 
to San Francisco and steamboats on 
the Willamette River... The entire 
project ‘was . poorly : conceived © and 
proyed.a -heavy loss to - the’ -bond- 
holders. ue eS 
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The other railroad company -with 
transcontinental aspirations was the 
Oregonian Railway, a narrow’ gauge 
system. Because of its length of mile- 
age, strategic location, and financial 
backing, this company played an im- 
portant role during the early eighties 
in the railroad affairs of the Willa- 
mette Valley. Financed by capitalists 
of Dundee, Scotland, and managed by 
William Reid, the company acquired 
existing narrow gauge properties and 
built new lines, until by the summer 
of 1882 it owned 153 miles of railroad 
extending on the west side of the 
Willamette River from a point near 
Dundee to Sheridan, Dallas and Airlie, 
and on the east side from Ray’s 
Landing to Woodburn, Silverton, 
Brownsville and Coburg. A system 
embracing one thousand miles of road 
was contemplated, with seaport con- 
nections at Portland, Astoria and 
Yaquina, and rail connection with the 
Central Pacific in Nevada. 


Narrow Gauge Blecked 

Such an ambitious program as that 
of the narrow gauge company’s con- 
flicted with the plans of Henry Vil- 
lard, who had risen to a commanding 
position in directing Oregon’s major 
railroad projects. His strategy was 
shown by negotiating a lease in 1881 
whereby the narrow gauge lines were 
taken over for operation by the. Ore- 
gon Railway & Navigation Company, 
one of his own properties. Plans were 
abandoned for the building of. exten- 


sions to Portland, Astoria and “Ya-. 


quina, and for the erecting of a 
bridge across the Willamette to con- 
nect the east and west side lines. ‘The 
whole enterprise was throttled: While 
the narrow gauge properties reverted 
to the owners in 1884, they were un- 
able to restore the.company. to the 
position of importance it once held. 
Among the other: Oregon properties 
acquired in later years by the South- 
ern Pacific was the:Coos Bay, Rose- 


burg and Eastern Railroad and ‘Navi-:| 


gation Company, “which “had been 
organized ‘in ©1890 “to build a road 
south from . Marshfield “into a coal 


deposit ‘area. «It was later ‘the inten-..’ 
tion’.of the ‘J.-D, “Spreckels -interests : : 


to ‘extend ‘the line ‘to Roseburg’and 


thence across the state to a ‘connec- 
tion with the Union Pacific at On- 
tario. Twenty-eight miles of the road 
to Myrtle Point was all the company 
ever built. The Coos Bay region was 
later connected with the Willamette 
Valley by the present Southern Pacific 
line from Eugene. 

There was also the Saiem, Falls 
City and Western Railway Company 
owning a line from Dallas to Falls 
City and Black Rock, built by Louis 
Gerlinger in 1903 to serve his timber 
interests; the Sheridan and Willamina 
Railroad Company, with a road built 
between those two towns by the Pa- 
cific Faced Brick Company; the Cor- 
vallis and Alsea River Railway Com- 
pany, with a line from Corvallis to 
Glenbrook, Monroe and Dawson, which 
was originally projected to the coast; 
and the Pacific Railway and Naviga- 
tion Company, which built under the 
presidency of E. E. Lytle the present 
line of the Southern Pacific between 
Hillsboro and Tillamook, 

So much for a brief resume of 
these various organizations. Most of 
them were short lived and the lines 
they built have, in some instances, 
practically disappeared from Oregon’s 
railroad map. Yet each deserves 
something more than passing mention 
in any detailed story of the’ state’s 
railroad history. - 

The inital unit of the narrow gauge 
railroad system’ was the line built 
during 1878 from Dayton to‘ Sheridan 
by .a group of farmers and residents 
of Yamhill and: Polk counties. But 
events leading up to the organizing of 
the first’narrow gauge company ‘date 
further back ‘fifteen years. 

When Joseph Gaston -solicited funds 
in’ 1863 to pay the expense, of a-pre- 
liminary’ survey for ‘a. Yailroad ‘from 
Oregon’s ‘southern. boundary north” to 
Portland, settlers-on' the west ‘side of 


the Willamette ‘Valley responded ‘gen-* 


erously. The --graveled “'and--paved 
highways’ so -:common ‘::today ‘were 
hardly dreamed -:of. sixty-seven years 
ago...:The few ‘wagon’ roads “to “the 


navigable :Willamette-River ‘were /'so’’ 


proposed ‘railroad they:saw ” 


“their-salvation.:’ When :the first“Ore- 
‘gon’ Central ‘company..was ‘organized, 
they.-came forward - with’ ‘additional 
support.and ‘their:county governments 
“pledged’ financial said. : :

making “it impossible for Gaston ‘to 
obtain ‘sufficient support for.the enter- 
prise. Then the company was ac- 
quired’ by the rival promoter, Ben 
Holladay, who completed a section of 
the line. Finally Holladay suffered a 
financial collapse and work on the 
railroad came to a halt at St. Joseph, 

The forty-six mile line out of Port- 
land was little better to the majority 
of farmers on the west side of the 
valley than no railroad at all. This 
fact was realized by Henry Villard, 
who succeeded Holladay and who rep- 
resented the German bondholders con- 
trolling the railroad properties. He 
urged an extension of the road 
through McMinnville and Corvallis to 
a junction with the Oregon & Cali- 
fornia line at either Eugene or Junc- 
tion City. When the bondholders 
hesitated to act, the local people took 
the matter of building a railroad into 
their own hands, _ 

A public meeting was held at Amity 
on October 20, 1877, at whieh time a 
committee was appointed to investi- 
gate the practicability of building a 
narrow gauge line from Dayton to 
Sheridan. The committee reported at 
a second meeting on November 17, 
when pledges to the amount of $24,000 
were made. On that date the Dayton, 
Sheridan and Grande Ronde Railroad 
Company was incorporated with capi- 
tal stock of $200,000. Directors of 
the company were B. B. Branson, 
president, Ellis G. Hughes, who be- 
came president a few months later, 
Sylvester Farrell, W. S. Powell and 
F. E. Beach. 


Gaston Again Active 

The organizing of this company 
brought Joseph Gaston back into rail- 
road affairs. Since retirement from 
the Oregon Central, he had engaged 
in farming. He attended both the 
meetings at Amity, subscribed for 
one-half the capital stock of the com- 
pany, and undertook to canvass for 
additional subscriptions, A construc- 
tion’-company which he organized 
started the work of grading at Day- 
ton in May, 1878. The line to Sheri- 
dan,;.22 miles, was ‘opened for traffic

than ten tons each, and a number of 
flat cars from which passenger 
coaches were improvised. The rails 
weighed twenty-eight pounds to the 
yard, and trains could not be operated 
faster than twelve or fifteen miles an 
hour. 

About this time the people of Inde- 
pendence launched a campaign to 
have the county seat of Polk County 
moved from Dallas to their town. 
Dallas succeeded in holding its own 
against the rival community by the 
prestige gained in arranging for an 
extension of the narrow. gauge rail- 
road from Broadmead (Sheridan Junc- 
tion) to Dallas. Construction on the 
road ‘had -progressed to:a point. just 


south of ‘Smithfield by January, 1879, 


when ‘the - Pacific: Rolling: “Mill ‘Com- 
pany instituted ‘a ‘suit against ‘the rail- 


“road ~covering: ‘mortgages «on .. about 
$80,000 Avorth of ‘rails. 05 


‘then that William “Reid and. 
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his group of Scotch capitalists stepped 
into affairs of the narrow gauge com- 
pany. An arrangement was made satis- 
fying the rolling mill company, and, 
on June 2, 1879, the thirty-mile rail- 
road was conveyed to the Willamette 
Valley Railroad Company. The road 
continued to be operated by a receiver 
until April 2, 1880, when it passed 
into the hands of the Oregon Railway 
Company, Ltd, a second company: 
organized by Reid. The line was 
opened for traffic to Dallas on June 1, 
1880, 
“Break Ground” at Silverton 

An elaborate ceremony was held at 
Silverton on April 19, 1880, when the 
wife of Governor W. W.- Thayer 
“broke ground” for the. building of 
the narrow gauge line on the’ east 
side of the Willamette Valley, which 
was to extend from Ray’s-Landing to. 
Coburg,.a distance of ninety miles. 
To handle this undertaking, Reid in- 
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Medford, Ore,, Main and Front streets during the eighties, showing the first 
Southern Pacilic station and the Riddle House, which latter building was re- 


corporated the Oregonian Railway 
Company, Ltd., on May 4, 1880. It 
was in the name of this company that 
the major activities of the narrow 
gauge lines were carried on. 

Construction went ahead rapidly 
during 1880-81. Seventy miles of 
track was completed between Ray’s 
Landing and Brownsville by Deecem- 
ber, 1880. But before the line was 
opened for traffic the section between 
Scio and Brownsville was badly dam- 
aged by floods, which wrecked the 
bridge over the south fork of the 
Santiam River, and washed away 
much of the roadbed. During the next 
six months the road was recon- 
structed, a portion being built on a 
new location. The road was opened 
for traffic from Ray’s Landing 
through Woodburn, Silverton and 
Geer to West Scio on January 10, 
1881; to Brownsville on July 5, 1881; 
and to Coburg on July 12, 1882. Short 
branch lines to Waldo Hills and Scio, 
completed in 1881, were later aban- 
doned, 

OLR. & N. Takes Narrow Gauge 

On the west side of the valley, 
Reid extended the line south from 
Dallas and began operating trains 
through Monmouth to Airlie on Sep- 
tember 17, 1881. The line between 
Dayton and Whiteson was changed so 
as to cross the Yamhill River near 
Lafayette and thence to Dundee and 
Fulquartz, to which point on the Wil- 
lamette River it was opened for traffic 
on September 16, 1881. It was the in- 
tention that the east and west side 
narrow gauge lines would be con- 
nected by a bridge across the Witla- 
mette between Fulquartz and Ray’s 
Landing. Work on the bridge was 
started in November, 1880. Construe- 
tion had also begun during the pre- 
vious March on an extension. of the 
Hine from Dundee to Portland. Both 
of these projects were halted when 
Villard leased the narrow gauge lines 
for the Oregon, Railway & Navaga- 
tion Company in’ August, 1881. The 
road into Portland was completed 
seven years later, 


Reid strenuously opposed the action 


of his Scotch associates in granting 
a-lease to Villard. He was at the 
time ‘earrying on negotiations :with 
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Collis P. Huntington in an endeavor 
to enlist aid for extending the narrow 
gauge lines to a connection with the 
Central Pacific in Nevada, and was 
unaware of Villard’s maneuvering. 
The proposition he obtained from 
Huntington, however, was less at- 
tractive to the directors of the narrow 
gauge than the one offered by Villard 
and they turned a deaf ear to his pre- 
dictions of certain calamity. 
Lease Cancelled 

The agreement was for a period of 
ninety-six years, but when Villard 
failed and the affairs of the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company 
passed out of his hands, the narrow 
gauge lease was repudiated as null 
and void on April 14, 1885, and the 
properties reverted to the Oregonian 
Railway Company. The news caused 
a near panic in Dundee and the com- 
pany’s bonds dropped from $120 to 
$40. The Scotch owners sought re- 
course in the courts. Judgment for 
certain rentals was obtained, but the 
Supreme Court ruled that neither 
company could legally offer or accept 
the lease they had executed. During 
the litigation Chas. N. Scott was ap- 
pointed receiver of the properties, a 
position he held from March 30, 1885 
to May 21, 1890. 

During the three years the narrow 
gauge lines were under Villard’s 
management, train service was dis- 
continued over certain sections, The 
system was broken up into five sepa- 
rate and unconnected units, which 
were operated as feeders of the main 
Oregon & California line. As a con- 
sequence the properties were not 
maintained to a very high standard 
and in some cases the damages 
caused by floods went unrepaired: At 
the order of the court, Scott borrow- 
ed money and set himself to the task 
of rehabilitating the lines. 

Reid ‘turned his attention to build- 
ing the line from Dundee to Part- 
land. During the summer of 1884 he 
went to Scotland and tried to interest 
his principals in the proposed exten- 
sion. Failing in that direction he re- 
“turned to Portland and, with the back- 
ing of several prominent Oregonians, 


incorporated the Portland and -Willa-'.. 


mette Valley Railroad -Company ‘on 
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modeled and is now the Nash Hotel. The railroad was opened for traffic through

January 19, 1885. Construction was 
not started until a year later and on 
January 1, 1887, the road was opened 
for traffic from Dundee to Elk’ Rock, 
near Oswego. ; 

The “public levee” at Jefferson 
Street in Porland was to be the ter- 
minal of the railroad. Its use for that 
purpose was authorized by an act of 
the legislature. Protests were offered 
and the issue was carried into the 
courts where a ruling was made fa- 
voring Reid’s company and upholding 
the previous action of the legislature. 
These proceedings, together with the 
difficulties of obtaining rights-of-way 
from fifty-eight property owners, de- 
layed the building of the road into 
Portland. The line was first operated 
to the foot of Lincoln street on De- 
cember 20, 1887, and to the Jefferson 
street station on July 24, 1888. 

S. P. Gets Control 

It seems that Huntington advanced 
most of the money with which Reid 
built the line into Portland and in 
May, 1887, it was announced that he 
had obtained a controlling interest in 
the company. <A foreclosure suit was 
instituted by the Pacific Improvement 
Company in 1892 resulting in Richard 
Koehler being appointed receiver, Un- 
der the name of the Portland and 
Yamhill Railroad Company, the prop- 
erty was acquired for Southern Pa- 
cific on August 5, 1892. The remain- 
ing narrow gauge properties had been 
purchased by Southern Pacifie in 
April, 1890, and -shortly afterwards 
work was started in converting’ the 
lines to standard gauge. 

Following the broadgauging: of. the 
former Oregonian Railway7 “between 
Woodburn and Coburg’ during the lat- 
ter part of 1890, that portion of the 
narrow gauge line between Ray’s 
Landing and the Oregon & California 
main line at Woodburn was -abandon- 
ed. On tc west side of:the Willa- 
metts river the narrow gauge’ line 
was asandoned from. Fulquartz Land- 
ing to Dundee and from :Dayton 
Junction :to Dayton. : | ‘When:'a" ‘eon- 
nection was made between Lafayette 
and °St.--Joseph .in 1906 the’ line 
‘through Dayton Junction’ to Whiteson 
was abandoned .and ‘the. original’ arm 


of the narrow ‘gauge ‘on ‘the westside 
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became‘a unified part of the Oregon 
&- California ‘line between St..Joseph 
and Corvallis. 

‘Previous to that time all the nar- 
yow gauge properties on both sides 
of the river had been converted to 
standard gauge. In one day, Sunday 
duly 30,1893, the sixty miles of track 
from’ Dundee to Sheridan and Airline 
was changed to standard by shoving 
over.one of the narrow gauge rails. 
Forces had been marshalled at 
various points along the line. The 
broad gauge construction train start- 
ed at Dundee and followed along 
closely behind the workers as the 
roadway was widened. 

Between Portland and Dundee the 
broadgauging was accomplished, at 
first, by the laying of a third rail. 
Both standard and narrow gauge 
locomotives and cars were operated 
in the same train by means of an off- 
set link as a coupling. It was an in- 
teresting sight to see the small ten- 
ton narrow gauge freight cars moving 
along in the same train with the 
larger standard equipment. This 
third rail was taken up in 1895 and 
much of the narrow gauge equipment 
was sold to the Nevada-California- 
Oregon railroad. 


Taxi Service Offered as Part 
of Railroad Ticket 


A combination rail and taxi service 
with “house-to-house” delivery is 
Southern Pacific’s newest innovation 
for the convenience of travelers. 
Under this plan, passengers may buy 
tickets calling for taxi service to and 
from the railroad station in San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles, Oakland, Berkeley 
and Alameda. In these cities, passen- 
gers will be handied in taxis at a flat 
rate considerably lower than the 
meter. rate, providing their railroad 
tickets call for the added service. If 
the plan is successful, it will be placed 
in effect in other cities. 


Sperry Flour Co. Praises Work of 
Vallejo Switching Crew 


In a recent issue of the house . 


magazine published by the Sperry 
Flour Co. there appeared the follow- 
ing commendatory item:

Question: 
WILL appreciate any advice that 
you can give me in regard to my 
wife, who is the subject of insomnia. 

After trying many ways of over- 
coming this trouble, including the 
local doctors, without sxccess, I 
thought it a good idea to write you, 
hoping that, in ease you do not handle 
eases of this kind, you could recom- 
mend a physician whom we can 
consult. My wife is 35 years of age, 
weight about 140 pounds, the mother 
of one child, 5 years old. 

Answer: 

Sleep is a habit, and the over- 
coming of insomnia requires encour- 
aging your wife to break off a bad 
habit and establish a good one. What 
is known as a neutral bath, 98.6 de- 
grees, may be taken for a half hour 
before going to bed, and this will pro- 
duce a relaxation, which is very fre- 
quently all that is necessary to make 
a person sleep. She might practice 
this in the day time for four or five 
days during the quiet of the day, and, 
after getting out of the tub and dry- 
ing herself, lie down in a darkened 
room. She will learn to let go in this 
way and will be better able to sleep 
at night. : 

If she is a very nervous woman, the 
taking of % of a grain of luminol at 
night and morning for three days, 
and then-omit the morning dose for 
the next four days, will help her to 
relax. 

The temperature of the bath is de- 
termined by a wood-encased glass 
thermometer, which you can buy for 
fifty cents. 

Question: 

T is necessary for me to take min- 

eral oil regularly. Please advise 
if I am entitled to mineral oil from 
the Hospital Department and how to 
obtain it. 

Answer: 

The cases in. which it is really 
necessary oF advisable that patients 
continue ‘the useof mineral oil in- 
definitely are rather infrequent. It is 
not infrequently advisable for a short 
time; ‘but. not indefinitely. Of course, 
i know nothing whatever of your con- 
dition, for ‘which -you state it is neces- 
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sary to continue the use of mineral 
oil regularly, nor by whom its use 
was advised. If you care to give me 
information along these lines 1 will be 
very glad to have your case looked 
into, but we do not supply mineral 
oil unless prescribed by a physician, 
and for a given period only. 
Question: 
N response to your offer of medical 
advice, I wish to write regarding 
my mother. 

Mother is fifty-nine years old and 
is troubled. with swelling of all the 
joints on both her hands. ‘This 
trouble started about seven years 
ago and now she is unable to com- 
pletely close her hands and gives her 
considerable pain, I will appreciate 
any suggestions you may offer to re- 
lieve her of this swelling of joints in 
the hands, 

Ansauer: 

A condition of swelling of the joints 
is usually attributed to some focus of 
infection, although in many instances 
in most elderly people it is due to 
changes which have taken place in the 
joints and which at times are aggra- 
vated by superimposed infection. 

With this in mind, I would suggest 
that you have your mother gone over 
by your family physician in order 
that you may determine if there is 
any foci of infection, such as her 
teeth, and, if such is found, have the 
condition corrected. Your doctor will 
probably have suggestions to make as 
to medication along with other treat- 
ment. 

Question: 

ILL you kindly explain in full 

the difference between goiters 
and overactive thyroid glands, the 
cause of each, and how treated? Why 
are the overactive thyroid glands 
mostly found in young girls? Hf a 
person is suffering from either, how 
does it affect one? Also, is there a 
eure for either, and should a person 
be on a diet when suffering from 
either? 
Answer: 

A full discussion of goiters and 
thyroid glands would require between 
ten and fifteen thousand typewritten 
pages. Briefly answering your ques- 
tions, goiter is a thyroid gland which 
is either overactive, not active enough 
or diseased. In many cases the cause 
is unknown and the treatment varied 
aceording to the exact nature of the 
condition. Overactice thyroid glands 
are not mostly found in young girls. 
The symptoms of goiter, like the 
treatment, depend on the types of 
goiter. Generally speaking, all forms 
of goiter cari be greatly improved and 
usually cured, 

If you wish further information on 
the subject, ask your local physician 
to refer you to the local medical 
library. 

There are no specific dietary rules 
in the treatment of goiter. 
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John Seamonds Closes Railroad 

Career of Half Century 

NE of the most colorful railroad 

careers on the Tucson Division 
came to a close on March 31,when John 
L. Seamonds completed his last run, 
doffed his uniform and cap, and en- 
tered the ranks of retired veterans, 
having reached the limit of three 
seore years and ten prescribed under 
the pension regulations. 

Born and reared in Kentucky, Mr. 
Seamonds comes of a railroad family, 
his father and two brothers being 
conductors. He began his railroad 
work in the East over fifty years ago, 
in the days of link and pin couplings 
and hand brakes. 

In 1896 he answered the call of the 
West and went to Arizona, where he 
secured employment on May 1 as a 
brakeman. On September 11 of that 
year, or a little over four months 
later, he was made a conductor and 
continued in that capacity until his 
retirement. 

Genial and friendly, John Seamonds 
will be missed. His smiling face was 
as well known to the regular travelers 
on the Tucson Division as the train 
itself. The father of a good-sized 
family of his own, understanding and 
sympathetic, he was a rock of refuge 
to passengers, young and old, in times 
of trouble, and many a traveler has 
cause to remember John Seamonds 
for an act of kindly help rendered in 
time of need. 

“Conductor, I will never forget you 
the longest day I live!” 

This was the conclusion of a grate- 
ful acknowledgment made to him 
some years ago by a lady seized with 
ptomaine poisoning on the train, and 
who, but for his timely and able 
ministrations, would probably not 
have lived. 

Bight or nine years ago, while 
traveling on his train, a small child 
developed an acute case of croup. 
Seamonds, out of the fullness of his 
home experience, knew exactly what 
todo and did it so well that the 
mother was able to continue the jour- 
ney with her child out of danger and 
improving, 

These are only one or two instances 
_of the way in which John Seamonds, 
first the humanitarian and then the 
conductor, regarded his work. There 
are many, many others. 

The most unique and useless Christ- 
mas present Mr. Seamonds ever re- 
eeived were two smail pieces of lead 
given him in-1918, and which he has 
always kept--in fact he carries them 
about with him daily, concealed -in-his 
anatomy. “These gifts are two bullets. 
On December 24, while running from 
Yuma to:Tucson, a-passenger on’ the 
train suddenly ‘became violently Jin- 
sane ‘and fired two shots at -the ‘con~ 
ductor, both ‘of them taking effect. 
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John L. Seamands, passeiger conductor, Tucson 
Division, ended nearly a4 years of service and retired 
on pension March 31. Wm, Wilson, superintendent, 
met the veteran at the end of his last run and ex” 
tended congratulations and best wishes, 


He was so seriously wounded that for 
some time his life was despaired of, 
but a man of Seamond’s calibre 
doesn’t give up so easily, and October 
of the following year saw him back at 
work, fully restored to health. 

Mr. Seamonds has four sons and 
one daughter, two of the boys being 
with the Company. One of them is 
an engineer and the other a passen- 
ger brakeman in Arizona, A third 
son is a missionary in India, while 
the fourth is just out of high school. 

Done with railroading, but by no 
means done with Hfe, John Seamonds 
has many years ahead of him, and 
those who know him best will tell you 
that they are sure to be useful years, 
filled with kindliness. 

He plans to travel for a time, re- 
newing old acquaintance with friends 
in the scenes of his early railroading 
days back East, and, after that, he is 
undecided. But, whatever he does, 
somebody will be happier and better 
for his having done it. 


W at Tucson on :Mareh:81-and 


signed ‘the register, “who can “blame 
him if his hand trembied ‘a ‘little-and 
his vision was perhaps not so ‘clear:as 
usual? For twenty-four years ‘Schuh 
had been. placing his. name ‘in: the 
book, and this signature was ‘the ‘last 
one he would make, for ‘he’ ‘had 
reached the age limit of seventy and 
was laying aside his ticket -punch, 
taking his uniform off for the last 
time, and leaving behind him’ the 
many staunch friends with whom he 
had closely labored for so long. 

Away back in 1902 Adam, who was 
working on a railroad back East, took 
a 90-day leave of absence and came 
West to visit a brother. At that time 
Arizona was pretty much of a frontier 
country, but, even then, its attractions 
were so strong that he could not resist 
the desert’s lure, so he found employ- 
ment with the Company as a brake- 
man and sent his resignation back to 
the eastern road, a step he has never 
regretted. Four years after beginning 
work with the Company, Schuh was 
made a conductor, and served in that 
capacity until his retirement, or 24 
years, his total service being 27 years 
and six months, 

Playtime has come to Adam Schuh 
and he plans to enjoy it to the full. 
In the latter part of April, he, with 
Mrs. Schuh, wiJl embark upon a trip 
to the haunts of his boyhood days in 
the East, visiting friends and reta- 
tives in Kentucky, Indiana and Ili- 
nois. Upon their return, they will 
move into.a new home now being 
built for them some miles out of town.

Motor Driver Responsible at 
Railroad Crossings 


Drivers of motor vehicles legally 
assume liability if they do not “stop, 
look and listen” at a railroad crossing. 

This was established in Fresno, 
Calif., in a decision rendered in the 
municipal court, compelling a_ local 
transfer company to pay the South- 
ern Pacific and George Maas, a vine- 
yardist, the full ameunt of damage 
they sustained when a train crashed 
into a truck and trailer loaded with 
gasoline. 

When a Southern Pacific train col- 
lided with the truck and trailer at a 
public road crossing, the gasoline was 
ignited and fire destroyed part of the 
train, track, and adjoining grape vine- 

yard. Investigation clearly estab- 
lished that the truck driver had driven 
on the railroad crossing without tak- 
ing any precaution by stopping, look- 
ing or listening to ascertain if a train 
was approaching. 

At the close of the trial, the court 
rendered decision against the transfer 
company, which was ordered to pay 
for the damages sustained by the rail- 
road and the grape grower.
